The party comprised a newspaper corre- 
spondent and four others. They left Atlantic 
City at II o’clock yesterday morning and 
reached Pleasantville, a distance of seven 
miles, atSo’clock in the afternoon. They 
swam the deep cuts, crept cautiously 
over the swaying rails, supported 
only by the fishplates, forded 
the running streams and after many mir- 
aculous escapes, arrived at Pleasantyille 
drenched, bruised and exhausted, but Bappy 
at reaching the main land once again. Soon 
after reaching Pleasantville they secured a 
special train and came up to this city, bear 
ing the first authentie news of the situation at 
Atlantic Uity. They tell the following story 
ofthe attempt to run trains from Atlantic 
City: 
THEIR STORY. 
When Tuesday morning dawned the situa-

The Destruction at Atiantic City. 


ATLANTIC City, N. J., September 12.—It will 
take months for this city to recover from the 
loss the storm has caused. The wind still 
blows at the rate of thirty-fiveto forty miles 
an hourand it Is still raining. The beach tides 
have not heen large and consequently are un- 
accompanied by furtherdamage. The mead- 
ows, however, are still three and four feet un- 
der water. The damage to the roadbeds of the 
railroad companies is worse than was at first 
anticipated. Three or four — people 
reached here to-day from Pleasautville. They 
walked tothe big railroad tower where the 
principal washout is, when they swam and 
did the ‘‘hand-over-hand’’ act on the loose 
rails. From the fourth floor of the Lew buiid- 
ing, a brick structure, one can get a compre- 
hene ive idea of the great storm of wind and 
waves which has swept Atlantic Oity. The 
meadows appear to a vast lake sur- 
roundip the city. Many days must 
elapse before the actual loss will be 
known. Sergt. Blythe of the Signal Service 
remained at his poston the top floor of the 
Law building until he was forced to retire for 
a few hours rest. The windows of the room 
which he occupied, and which were exposed 
to the brunt of the storm, were entirely blown 
out inthe early hours of the tempest. Con- 
trary to predictions ofthe weather elerk, the 
wind redoubled in fury from the early hours 
of yesterday and biew eontiuuously through- 
out the night and it rained as hard. The indi- 
cations are that it will continue throughout 
the day. The ocean has quieted, and only the 
usual tides flow andebb. The direction of the 
wind is unchanged.

or the black taken from burnt ivory and soot 
from furnaces and baths. Some haye also 
supposed that the black liquor which the cut- 
tle-fish ylelde was frequently employed. One 
thing is certain, that whatever were the com 


ponent ingredients, from the blackness and 
solidity in the most ancient manuscripts,fiom 
an inkstand found at Herculaneum, in Which 
the ink appears as thick as oil, and from 
chemical analysis the ink of antiquity was 
much more opaque, as well as encaustic, than 
that which is uséd in modern times. Inks of 
different colors were much in vogue. Red, 
purple, blue and gold and silver inks were 
the principal varieties. The red was made 
from vermilion, cinnabar and carmine; the 
purple from the murex, one kind of which, 
called the purple encauatic, was appropriated 
to the exclusive use of th Emperors. Golden 
ink was much more popular emong the Greeks 
than among the Romans. During the middle 
or dark ages the manufacture both of it and 
ofsilver ink was au extensive and locrative 
branch of trade, and the illuminated manu- 
ooripts which remain ares striking proof of 
the high degree of perfection to whieh the art 
was carried. The making of the inks them- 
selves was a distinet business, and another 
connected with it and to which it owed its ar- 
igin was that of inscribing the titles, capitals, 
as well as emphatic words in eolored and gold 
and silver inks,

A NEW OFFENDER'S DAY. 
HIS CASE SUBMITTED TO A * IN THE 
UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT. 


Anton Schuette’s Services to His Alien 
Friends and His Political Party Get Him 
Into Serious Trouble—The New Citizens 
Appear to Testify Against Him—The 

Charges of Fraud. 


HIS afternoon Anton 
Schuette gave his case 
into the han ds of a 
jury in the United 
States District Court, 
where he is on trial 
on a charge of having, 
by giving false testi- 
mony, enabled aliens 
to secure citizenship 
to which they were 
not-entitled. Schuette 
was formerly em- 
ployed at the Uity 
Collector’s office. He 
has taken an active part in politics, but has 
never before been accused of having taken 
part in any crooked business. Heis a mid- 
dle- aged man and does not look like a poli- 
tlolan. He wears his shirt cuffs turned 
up outside of his coat sleeves 
and in manner or dress bears no resemblance 
to the typical ward worker. The Government 
presented a strong case against the defendant, 
showing that he appeared as witness for sev- 
eral applicant who secured papers under the 
minor laws, when in reality they were not 
minors when they came to this country, and 
were not entitled to receive the papers. 
One witness stated that when he asked 
Schuette if he would act as his witness the de- 
fendant announced his readiness to do so. 
Schuelte then asked the witness if he knew 
him (Schuette) and while at court Schuette 
asked him what his (applican’ts) name was. 
Another damaging feature brought out 
prominently to-day was that each of the newly 
made citizens, some of whom claimed they 


had only gone to the court tarough curiosity, 

secured registration on the very day on which 

they secured their papers. The prosecution 

— the attention of the jury up to noon 
o-day. 

When the trial of Anton Schuette was re- 
sumed yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Thayer 

0 A SLIGHT DELAY 
was caused by conferences between Schuette, 
the defendant, Mr. Fauntleroy, his attorney, 
and the representatives of the Gov- 
ernment, It was understood that he 
intended to enter a plea, but 
the results of the conference were appar- 
ently not satisfactory as the Government 
called for its witnesses. The defendant 
hastened to his defense by confessing every- 
thing which the Government sought to prove 
by documentary testimony and which the 
court said would be legal. Deputy Clerks 
Fitzgeraid and Belhartz stated that they re- 
membered seeing Schuette atthe Four Courts 
asawitness inthese proceedings, but they 
could not fix upon any particular case in 
which he had appeared. 

The prosecution then presented evidence 
going to show fromthe recruits that a man 
n.med Anton Schuette had appeared as wit- 
ness fora man named Joseph Hoffachwelle, 
who secured minor papers. ‘Through this 
witness his own  disqualifications were 
established and the defendent was 
then identified as the witness who 
attended him in court. As in the other 
cases the prosecution was unable to prove by 
the alien that Schulte had taken the requires 
oath or answered any questions. This part of 
the case was established by testimony on the 
part of Provisional Judge Paxson and Clerk 
Fitzgeral¢.as to the ‘‘inyariable practice. 
The proceedings yesterday were closed by the 
evidence furnished by Hoffschwelle. 

A laugh at the expense of Mr. P. W. Faunt- 
leroy, attorney for Anton Schuette, was en- 
joyed yesterday in the District Court. The 
petit jurors have been in attendance since the 
2d inst., twelve being selected out of the 
twenty-fivecalied te the box in each case. 
Yesterday Mr. Fauntleroy was examin- 
ing the panel in the Sehuette case 
when he asked of one of the jurors the regu- 
lar question as to prejudice, ‘‘Mr. Simpson,’’ 
he asked, ‘‘have you formed or expressed any 
opinion as to the guilt or innocence of any of 
the defendants to these chargesof election 
frauds?’’ 

es, sir, I formed and expressed an opin- 
ion in one case. 

„What case, sir?“ 

In the case of Julius Lehmann. I was on 
the jury that tried him, was the unexpected 


reply. 

That jury convicted Lehmann on four of the 

indictments, When it came to the defendant’s 
turn to make challenges in the Schuette case, 
the juror was excused. 
The persons for whom Schuctte appeared 
were called to the stand to-day to identify him 
as their witness. The first point which the 
Government soughtto make was that the ap- 
plicantin each instance was not qualified to 
accept the papers. This was shown very con- 
clusively by to-day’s evidence. 

Mrs. Hoffsch welile testified that her husband, 
for whom Schuette vouched, did not come to 
this country while still aminor, He arrived 
in this country in 1881, leaving his wife, the 
witness, in Germany. She testified that her 
husband is now 45 vears of age. She stated 
that she did not know Anton Schuette. 
Herman Schoo, for whom the defendant 
also procured — ers under the minor 
clause, was called. He stated that he 
was born in Germany August 17, 
1838, and came to this country in 1866. 
He said Schutte had told bim that he could 
get his citizens’ papers for him. Witness, who 
testified with the assistance of an interpreter, 
said he went to the court like many others 
through curiosity. He was given his papers. 
He saw Schutte there but did not see him 
take oath or say anything. The witness 
claimed he could not remember the proceed- 
ings. He claimed he had not answered any 
questions or given any information concern- 
ing his name, age, nativity, or residence to 
any person at the court. © was unable to 
tell anything that occurred at the Four Courts, 
replying to each question: 1 don’t remem- 


er. 
With the hope of opening the gates for a 
flood of testimony asto the securing of the 
papers the District Attorney rather formally. 


asked:

He went 
down and there obtained his papers. He 
identified the defendant as his witness.

The Arsenic Eaters of Styria. 


With reference to a letter on the Maybrick 
case which appeared in the London Times, and

A dose of six 
centigrammes would to most men 
isonous. The beneficial results derived 
rom the consumption of arsen‘c seem first to 
have become apparent to the peasan 
through their having treated their cows wi 
it for certain diseases. Indulged in as a rem- 
ody, then asa pleasing stimulant, it comes 
gradually to be taken as a matter of habit, 
and can not be discontinued with impunity. 
Strange to say, all the symptoms of arsenical 
isoning become apparent in those who 
eave off this drug suddenly.

Blindness in Bugiand. 


From the London Times. . 
The number of the blind in the Ugited King- 
dom according to the last census was 32,296 
being atthe rate of 879 blind persons per mil 
lion of the general population as compared 


With 950 in 1871, 964 in 1861, and 1,021 in 1851. 
The decrease in blindness would thus appear 
to be gradual but steady, even ailowing for 
the fact that many who have very defective 
sight and are practically blind obiect to 
return themselves as such. The number of 
those of school © in England and 
Wales is 1,710, or one-thirteenth, a sur- 
prisingly small proportion, which points 
to the fact, well known to specialists, that 
blindness, as a rule, supervenes in later life, 
the average age ofthe blind being 49. Their 
general condition bas been much improved of 
late years owingto the prevaience of more 
enlightened notions and the increase of spec- 
lal institutions. But the commissioners re- 
mark that, in spite of the large charitable 
funds and philanthropic efforts devoted to 
their welfare, they feel convinced much may 
be done to better the condition of the bling 
and render them more independent of char- 
itable aid than at present. 

Accidents from flying pieces of stone or 
chips of metal are accountabie for 58 per cent 
of injuries to the eye, and in the case of 4 to 4% 
per cent of such accidents the sympathetic in- 
flammation of the remaining eye, which 80 
often sete in, leads to total blindness. Shuttle 
accidents, formerly very frequent, were dim- 
inished by the introduction of shuttie guards, 
and the number of cases atthe Royal Eye Hos- 

ital, Manchester,decreased from twenty-one 

n 1844 to nine in 1885. Strong protective glasses 
ot tale or miea or fine wire goggles are a 
vaiuable safeguard against such calamities, 
and early surgical treatment is of high im- 
portance. Granular ophthalmia in badly ven- 
tilated and badly lighted dwellings is another 
cause, but with proper sanitary precautions 
this Is preventibie, and duri the recent oc- 
cupation of Egypt no loss of sight from op- 
thalmia occurred among our troops, owin 
eee care exercised by the — 
staff. 

One of the most fruitful causes of blindness 
is the inflammation of the eyes of newly born 
infants, and the Ophthalmological Society es- 
timated that 80 per cent ofthe inmates of in- 
stitutions and 7,000 persons in the United 
Kingdom had lost their sight from that cause. 
Various specifics are mentioned by the Com- 
missioners, but they all appear to depend 
chiefly for their success on prompt applica- 
tion.

The Dock Companies | Adhere to Their Origi- 
nal Proposition. 


LONDON, September 12.—The conference be- 
tween Oardinal Manning and the directors of 
the dock companies was held to-day. The 
Cardinal found that the directors were not 
willing to agree to the compromise proposed 
by him, that the terms which the dock com- 
panies have already conceded go into effect 
on November 1, provided that the men im- 
mediately resume work.

follows that the water soon loses much of its 
heat and those vessels in which it is used last 
are very indifferently treated and cold water 
would have been quite as serviceable in some 
respects. Whatever is used to hold milk 
should be boiled before it is called into 
service. Warm water may be sufficient for 
the removal of dirt, but neither that, nor 
even boiling water used as described, will 
clean cans, etc,, as they ought to be cleaned, 
Milk is notorious for ite absorbent powers, 
taking up bad odors and the germs that float 
inthe air. It is also one of the best medicines 
known for the growth of such germs. Bolling 
water will kill these germs if they remain in 
it long enough, but a hasty contagt is never 
sufficient to destroy them or their spores—or 
seeds—which latter are very hard to kill. To 
clean milk vessels properly they must be 
fillea with water and then be put in a hot oven 
or on the er ofa hot stove to boil. And if 
boiled well for a few moments they are made 
safe; that is the only domestic way of making 
them so. One observer recommends the use 
of sai soda in washing milk vessels, because it 
acts chemically upon fatty matters—grease— 
and thus belps to remove them and other ma- 
terials which adhere to the vessela with them, 
In like manner the use of live steam to dry 
vessels after washing has the adyantage of 
sterilizing them, |. ., Killing the bacteria by 
the highly heated steam.

ODD FACTS ABOUT FOOT GEAR, 


A Bit of Histery on the Subject of Shoes 
That Will Prove Interesting to All. 


Shoes among the Jews were made of leather, 
linen, rush or wood; soldiers’ shoes were 
sometimes made of brass or iron. Grecian 
shoes were peculiar in reaching to the middle 
ofthe legs. The Romans made use of two 
kind of shoes—the solea, or sandal, which 
covered the sole of the foot and was worn at 
home and in company, and the calceus, which 


covered the whole foot and was always worn 
with the toga when a person went abroad. 
Black shoes were worn by ordinary citizens, 
white ones dy women, while red ones were 
sometimes worn by ladies and purple ones by 
coxcom bs. 

In the ninth and tenth centuries the great- 
est princes of Europe wore wooden shoes. In 
the reign of William Rufus of England, in the 
eleventh century, a great beau, Robert the 
Horned, used shoes with sharp points, 
atuffed with tow and twisted like rams’ horns. 
Long- pointed shoes became quite the rage. 
The clergy were greatly incensed at such friv- 
olity, and preached strongly against the long 

oints, but all in vain; they continued in 

aver for three centuries. In the reign of 
Richard II. they were of such absurd length 
as to require to be supported by being tied to 
the knees with chains, sometimes of gold and 
silver. 

In the fourteenth century the upper parts of 
these shoes were cutin imitation of church 
windows. In 1463 the English Parliament 
took the matter in hand and passed an act 
forbidding shoes with pikes more than two 
inches in length ay: worn and manufact- 
ured; but this was of little avail, and at last 
the sentence of excommunication was passed 
on all who failed to comply with the law. The 

resent fashion of shoes was introduced into 

ngiand in 1633. They were tied with plain 
— nes; but soon after the great roses, which 
figure in many old portraits, came to be used. 
The ornamental shoe-tie was imported from 
France 

Slippers were in use before Shakspeare’s 
time, and were originally made **rights and 
lefts.’’ In the play ot King John, act IV., 
scene 2, Hubert describes a taiior 

Standing on slippers, which his nimble baste 

Had falsely thrust upon contrary feet. 

„Rights and lefts’’ had been out of use so 
long when Dr. Johnaon read this passage (he 
was born more than ninety years after Shak- 
. re’s death) that at first it was quite a puz- 
zietohim. In our day, again,the difference 
is very common, and almost any little toddier 
of 6 years knows that his right foot is the 
wrong foot for a left button-over shoe.

CLUES ARE VERY SCARCE. 


THE POLICE HARD AT WORK TO-DAY ON 
THE OLIVE STREET ROAD MURDER. 


Four Arrests Have Now Geen Made, but 
None of Them Yet Offer a Solution of the 
Mystery—The Pian Upon Which the Po- 
lice Are Investigating—ihe Discoveries 
Made To-Day. 


Nearly forty-eight hours have now elapsed 
since the atracious murder of farmer John 
Placht on Olive street road, and the police 
are apparently no nearer to the solution of 
the mystery than they were when Officers 
Treadway and Punshon arrived at the scene, 
five minutes after the fatal shot had been 
fired. Strong, stout men were within 200 yards 
of the victim when he met his death, yet his 
assailants disappeared with such unerring skill 
that the combined efforts put forth by police 
and detectives have so far failed to ferret 
them out. They left but one clew behind. 
That was the straw hat found near the adja- 
cent fence. The trall is a plain one to that 
point. There, hawever, it ends, and 80 
abruptly that the detectives are baffled in 
the search. That Placht was killed by high- 
waymen is not doubted by the authori- 
ties. The fact that two men had 
been held up eéwithin the week in 
the same partof the city and under similar 
circumstances clinches the argument when- 
ever used. In this instance, too, the depart- 
ment is willing to admit that a murder has 
been committed. Cases of lesser note have 
been dropped almost at the outset of the in- 
vestigation, the only causes ever assigned 
for such action being expressed in the 
words ‘‘accident or suicide.’’ But Placht 


did, not kill himself. The revolver which 
he carried bad been discharged. His weapon, 
however, was of 82-caliber, while the ball ex- 
tracted from his body by Dr. Charles A. Frank 
Ats the chamber of a %8-caliber weapon. 
Neither was he accidentally shot by a careless 
companion. He was seen driving along the 
road a few minutes before. He had no com- 
panions with him. John Placht was mur- 
dered, and that, too, for his money. 
Full and detailed particulars of the tragedy 
were published in the regular and extra 
editions of last evening’s Post-DISPATCH. 
THREE ARRESTS 

have been made in the case, but the 
evidence on which the men are held 
is slight and purely circumstantial. 
Circumstantial evidence it is, however, which 
will play the most prominent part in the pros- 
ecution of the murderers of John Placht if 
those murderers are ever found.

He was found this morning 
and taken to the Four Courts. Kramer, how- 
ever, was positive thatthe prisoner was not 
one ofthe men who held him up, ane Egan 
was discharged. 

CHIEF HURBLER’S PLAN. 
Chief Huebier’s use of Kramer to identify 
prisoners taken on suspicion of being impli- 
cated in the case clearly outlines his plan of 
action. He believes that the part who 
robbed Kramer killed Placht, and on this con- 
viction he works.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 12.—In the 
reorganization of the House, when the time 
comes for Congress to meet, on the assump- 
tion that a Republican majority will prevail, 
there will be such changes as have not oc- 
curred during the past dozen years.

WIFE MURDERER ANDERSON. 


Gov. Francis Will Make Known His Fate 
Before 6 F. M. To- Day. 


At 2 p. m. it was almost definitely settled 
that wife murderer Wm. Anderson will not 
hang to-morrow. However, no official notice 
has been issued to that effect, and it is barely 
possible that Gov. Francis will not interfere. 
Uniess some official order is received by 
Sheriff Pohiman by 9 o’clock to-morrow morn- 
ing he will proceed to carry out the sentence 
of the courts by executing his prisoner. 


About 9 o’clock this morning Sheriff Pohl- 
man received a short telegram from Jefferson) 
City, which, when opened, was found to be 
from Gov. Francis. It contained bat afew 
words, which in substance advised the Sheriff 


Wiliam Anderson. 
to make no preparation forthe hanging until 


word had been received from the Capital. It 
also intimated that asecond telegram would 
be sent before 6 v. m. to-day. 

Gov. Francis visited Anderson in his cell 
yesterday morning, and it is to be supposed 
that he will actas much in accordance with 
his own private opinion of the man’s sanity 
as withthe views expressed by the medical 
experts who have interested themselves in the 
matter. It is known that Dr. J. K. Bauduy 
has r his written report, and it is in- 
timated that that report says that Anderson is 
insane. The true contents of the paper are, 
however, kept a secret by Gov. Francis. 
Several days ago Drs. Charles A. Hoff and 
J. Elliott hambers visited Anderson and 
conversed with the condemned man for some 
time on the pretense of being attorneys inter- 
ested in his welfare. To-day they rendered a 
written report, which has been placed in the 
hands of attorney Thomas B. Estep. This 
gentleman at once telegraphed the contents 
to Gov. Francis, asking that the opinions 
be considered before any action was taken. 
The report was as follows: 

THE OPINION, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., September 11, 1889. 


To —. David R. Francis, Governor of Mis- 
sourt: 


Str—We having examined Wm. Anderson, 
now confined in the St. Louls Jail under sen- 
tence of death, and to be executed Friday 
September 18, 1889, find him in the following 
condition, viz. : We pronounce him insane, 
basing our conclusions on 
1. eis of insane and nervous tempera- 
ment. 
2. We find well developed signs offemo- 
tional manipulations. 
3. We find mental delusions ofa most 
marked character. 
All of which we res pectfully submit. 
OnAs. A. HoFF, M. D., 
J. ELLIOTT CHAMBERS, M.D. 


If Gov. Francis commutes Anderson’s sen- 
tence to imprisonment in the Penitent for 
life it will be an acknowledgement of his 
belief that the prisoner was insane at the 
time he killed his wife, but is now in his 
prover mind. If he orders him committed to 
an insane asylum he believes that the Dane is 
insane at the present time. he grants a 
reprieve he is not et conviucod 
one way or the other and will give his final 
decision on the strength of the papers 
which Consul Amiel Deeler of Chicago sa 
the Danish Government has forwarded 
prove bereditary insanity in Anderson’s an- 
cestors. If de refuses to take any action he 
believes that the murder was the cold-blooded 
and deliberate act ot a man thirsting for re- 
venge. 

THE DEATH WATCH. 
The death watch has been placed on the 
condemned. Two Deputy Sheriffs from Pohl- 
man’s office took charge of the condemned in 
cell 446 about 6:20 0’olock this morning, and 
remained with him all day. Anderson ate a 
good breakfast this — and, in answer 
to a question, announced that he has slept 
soundly all night. He looks well and seems 
perfectly content to either live or die, auch as 
the Governor may determine shall be his fate.

THE WILDS OF AFRICA. 


THRILLING EXPERIENCES OF A FRENCH 
TRAVELER IN THE INTERIOR. 


The Bloodthirsty Ad Alli—King Menilek’s 
Court—Banguets of Three Thousand 
Covers—The Price of Slaves—Human Sac- 
rifices—The Different Hinds of Money 
and Marriages. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPATCH. 
Pants, August 25, 1889. 
HAVE just returned to 
France after an absence 
of four vears, which 
were spent in some of 
the wildest regions of 
Centrai Africa. During 
one of my previous 
journeys on the Zanzi- 
bar coast, while map- 
ping out the mountains 
in that country, a doubt 
~came into my mind as 
* to the course of the 
Juba, ariver of Northern Zanzibar, which is 
represented as formed by the Omo, a river of 
the Kingdom of Shoa. From the configuration 
of the country I was surveying and other rea- 
sons, I became impressed with a conviction 
that the Omo and the Juba must be distinct 
water-courses, and it was partly to remove all 
doubts on the subject that I undertook a voy- 
age of exploration to the sources of the Omo. 
At Aden I engaged the services of sixty able- 
bodied and well-armed men, among whom 
werea certain number of Abyssinians and 
Harraris, who accepted to cross the Red Sea 
and escort me to Harrar on payment of 10 
thalaris or about $50 a day. This l agreed to 
do. As trade whereI was going is generally 
carried on by barter, I took about $14,000 
worth of silk and linen goods, glass beads, 
gold and silver embroidery, to exchange with 
the natives, and from $3,000 to $4,000 of gold in 
ingots, besides the instruments I needed for 
scientific observations. 0 
I decided to enter Africa through the coun- 
try of the Dankalis. The wild tract of coun- 
try which extends from the Somauli coast to 
the Kingdom of Shoa is not altogether un- 
known, Roger d' Hericourt in 1830, Barral and 
others in more recent times, having gone over 
the route. Still, there was a great deal left 
for me to do. I had to complete their observa- 
tions and correct many an error into which 
they had fallen, besides having to draw up as 
accurate a map as possible, a thing none of 


them had attempted. 

THE TASK 

I had before mewas the more dificult that 
the countries through which I had to travel 
are inhabited by numerous nomadic mountain 
tribes who live = Pillage and murder and 
who are among the most inhospitable in 
Northern Africa. They are treacherous to a 
degree secarcély conceivable, lulling your 
watchfulness to sleep by protestations of the 
sincerest friendship, until a favorable oppor- 
tunity occurs tocut yourthrost. A traveler 
among them should always be on his guard, 
and never lay aside his rifle or revolver. 

The country is wild and broken, scorched 
by an ardept sun and furrowed by depres- 
sions and cavities, some of which sink to a 
depth ofathousand and more feet. These 
rocky masses offer asuccession of long and 
steep ascents. The ravines by which the high 
besaitic hills are intersected are, at their base, 
strewed with huge blocks and boulders that 
have been detached from their faces, 

The descent from the piain of Wardilfesan, 
which is covered with stones and pebbies—the 
pest of the country—and has neither grass nor 
water, to the Bahr Assal (Sait Lake), lies 
through atract which seems to have been 
turned topsy-turvy between high and steep 
hills, and reminds oue ofthe tnfernal regions. 
Nature has undergone some awful cataclysm in 
those solitary wastes. The lake is 570 feet 
below the levelofthe sea. About a third of 
the soll in its vicinity is covered with a sheet 
ot salt half a foot thick, which resembles ice. 
As salt is not only used for culinary purposes, 
but also as a currency, it is cut into pieces of 
the shape of a whetstone; they are about nine 
Inches long, One inch and three-quarters 
thick, and in the middie two inches wide. 
Black lava beds abound and several deep 
craters. Mimosas, from which gum arabic is 
collected, acacias, saline plants and a few 
17 ot doom palm trees are alone met with 
y the way. 
AFTER DAYS OF TOILSOME 
journeying through this desolate —— we 
came upon a huge wall of solid rock and en- 
tered the Gorges of Gugunta, an exceedingly 
narrow defile in the mountains, which close 
in on every side. On approaching the table- 
land, as we wormed our way through these 
N and lofty cliffs of porphyry and 
lorite, the ascent was very steep, especially 
for laden camels; within a few miles the rise 
- me basaltic mass amounts to 6,000 or 7,000 
eet. 
We were soon among the wandering tribes 
ofthe Ad Alli, Woetothe unfortanate strag- 
gier in these parts, for he is sure to be cut off! 
The Ad Alli are exceedingly ferocious and 
blood-thirsty. Attimes we met some of their 
women and children driving their flocks of 
sheep and goats. Nor had we less to fear 
from the savage denizens of the forest and 
caverns, for here wild beasts abound. Lions 
are occasionally met with: Leopards also 
sometimes appear. There are numerous 
wolves, hyenas, lynxes and foxes. 
As we approached the Hawash River, which 
constitutes the boundary between the Danakil- 
Ad-Alli tribes and the Kingdom of Shoa, the 
aspect of the country suddenly changes. It 
becomes verdant and widely cultivated. Smai! 
villages are perched on most of the peaked 
hills we pass. The camel-thorn, babool, 
tamarind, and the-luxuriant socotrine aloe- 
lantsmiled on every side. Game is abundant. 
bras, beizees, spur-fowls, quail, bustards 
and foricans swarmed around our path. Au- 
telopes were to be seen grazing; ostriches and 
herds of wild asses flew past in the jungle. 
Suipe and duck sought refuge in lakes cov- 
ered with the lotus plant. In the trees, par- 
rote in gay plumage and dog-headed mon- 
keys deported themselves among the 
branches; and though servents were not nu- 
merous in the undergrowth, some are

The bed of the Hawash is covered with thick 
jungle, the haunt of elephants and rhinoce- 
roses. Wecrossed the river and reached An- 
kober, formerly the capital of Shoa. It is 
built on two wooded hilis; the northern one 
strongly palisaded ; the southern thickly clus- 
tered with houses, which are ve rude 
structures of conical shape, covered with 
thatch. But we made no stay at this place, 
hastening on to Antoto, which is the present 
capital of the Kingdom. Antoto, which is at 
about sixty days’ journey from the coast, is 
the residence of King Menilek H., who claims 
descent from Solomon, 
I was well received at the Court of King 
Menilek II. Likeall travelers on reaching 
Antoto, I had to go throgh the ordeal of un- 
packing all my goods and showing the King 
every article in my possession. It is customary 
on such occasions to offer the Sovereign any 
object which he mav wish to own. Should you 
tall to offer it as a present, de will ask to buy 
jt and faithfully keep his word; but in the 
event of your refusing even on such fair terms 
to part with the coveted object, or of your 
asking an exorbitant price forit, you st 
expect unpleasantness to follow. 
King Menilek has a regular court, which is 
made up of numerous dignitaries and func-

The trade of the country usually consists in 
the barter ef produce for ivory; but for some 
time past the King has set his face against this 
means of exchange; he will hear of ee 
but rifies and ammunition. He owns 2, 
Wetherlis. The latter are a gift of the Italians, 
who curry favor at his court by every means 
in their power. Before leaving his kingdom I 
took care to satisfy him in this respect by 
handing bim a certain number of Remingtons, 
besides several parcels of silks and velvets. 

My course now lay to the south, Finally, I 
reached the banks of the Ghibie-Ennharya 
better known as the Omo, which was the chief 
object of my present expedition. In so doing 
I bad discovered an entirely new region, and 
entered the — pe” of the Bottors. After 
threading a vast forest, I came upon the 
source of the Omo, and acquired the convic- 
tion that, throughout its entire course, it had 
nothing in common with and was quite dis- 
tinct from the Juba. 

Having settied this point beyond all possi- 
sible dispute, I pusbed on as farasI could 
into those wild regions, which vontain scenes 
of extreme grandeur, I was so well received 
in the Kingdom of Djimma that I stayed there 
a whole twelvemonth, makingan exhaustive 
topographical survey of the country. There, 
at the foot of the May-Goudo, I explored an 
immense sweep of territory, extending from 
the south in an easterly direction, and which 
had never before been reconnoitered by any 
scientific traveler. Continuing due east, I 
visited in turn the Tambaros, the Hadias, the 
Wualansos, the Koolos, and other Pagan 
tribes, each of which has its own peculiar 
laws, language, Manners and superstitions. 

The Tambaros have three distinct tongues 
ot their oon. Theyelect a new king every 
month. Their Kings in former times were 
life-long possessors ofthe throne; but, dis- 
covering one day that one of these grew rich 
too rapidly, they put him aside and elected 
somebody else, whose sovereignty was not to 
extend over a year. This, however, was 
found too long a spell also; and the council of 
elders decided that henceforth no king should 
reign over them beyond thirty days. 

I have carefully studied these different 
tribes. Salt, which, as we have seen, is ac- 
cepted as currency among the Gallas, is re- 
jected by these tribes. They have 

THREE SPECIES OF CURRENCY, 

slaves, who represent what we may style 
bank notes; calves, which answer the purpose 
of coin; and bits of iron which stand in lieu of 
copper coin among us. They willingly buy at 
their markets cotton goods of Liverpool! man- 
ufacture, but unravel the whole into thread, 
from which they in turn weave their own 
stuffs. They have no idea of the process of 
dying; when they see a bit of blue stun, they 
fancy the wool on the sheep’s back from 
which it is made must have been of that color. 
They treat their slaves with kindness. Chil- 
dren, as slaves, bring higher prices than 
grown men and women. A girl of 12, if hand- 
some, fetches from $15 to $16. A full-grown 
man, if strong and healthy, is worth $ at 
most. They have more siaves than free men. 
Once bought, a slave is never sold to another; 
the correct thing is to give the slave away as a 
free-will gift. orses and mules abound all 
over those regions. The Galla oren are mag- 
nificent beasts, with horns sometimes four 
feet long. 

But most of these tribes are difficult to ap- 
proach. They are very mistrustful, especially 
as concerns foreigners, and are often at war 
with one another. I suffered atthe hands of 
the Koallas, who fell upon my escort in the 
mountains; we drove them back a first time, 
but got the worst of it in a second encounter. 
The same thing happened among the Zin- 
geros, on the banks of the Omo, whither I re- 
paired with a neighboring chief, at the head 
of 1,800 fighting men. The Zingeros were 
beaten in the first instance, but they returned 
in 1 numbers, repulsed our force, killed 
several of our men and made others prisoners, 
who were condemned to drink boiling water. 
These Zingeros are addicted to the hideous 
practice of offering up human sacrifices. The 
victims are invariably chosen trom the best 
families. Every month a certain number are 
selected and disembowelled with knives. I 
have brought back the names of over twenty- 
five of these distinguished families. 

The foregoing is in substance the outlines of 
a lecture which Iam shortiv to deliver before 
the Paris Geographical Society, where the 
numerous articles I brought back have been 
on exhibition for several weeks past.

HE announcement 
that Gilmore had ar- 
rived acted like @ 
charm, and every 
street car line, every 
avenue that leads 
to the Exposition was 

waded and thronged 
with people who had 
come out to hear him, 
It was a damp, dis- 
agreeable night, and a 
light rain fell steadily 
untll some time after 
0 Ns o'clock, but that did 
not keep the people away.

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SOUTHERN WOOLRAISING 


THE NEW MFXICO AND TEXAS CLIP THE 
LARGEST ON RECORD. 


Shearing Now in Progress—An Unusually 
High Average Among Southern Flocks— 
A Wool Raiser’s Account of the Busi- 
ness, Past and Present—Troubles With 
Scab and Cattle Men, 


HATEVER may be true 
of other parts of the 
country, the wool clip 
of New Mexico and 
Southern Texas will be 
better this year than 
ever betore, said A. 
G. Symington, a large 
sheep-raiser of Berna- 
Ino, N. M., who passed 
through the city on his 
way to New York, 
stopping at the La- 
clede. ‘‘I have raised 
sheep in California, 
Colorado, Texas and 
New Mexico, and in the 
section in Which I am 

, now interested I never 
saw a better outlook. The winter was mild, 
and the spring rains gave us an amply supply 
of grass, so thatthe sheep are in prime con- 
dition, and the wool clip will be 
the heaviest ever known, 

A LARGE CLIP. 

It to now in progress, Armijos and Otero 
Ranches havingclipped over 150,000 sheep, 
while others have clipped from 25, 000 to 75,000. 
In the Navajo flocks at least 250,000 head will 
be clipped, and from all quarters the reports 
come that the fleeces are from eight ounces to 
three pounds heavier than they were be- 
fore. The output from the Bernalillo district 
will not be less than 750,000 pounds, and 
from the West and South the returns are al- 
most equally large. The New Mexico woo! 
clip will In my opinion be the largest ever 
known. 

The fine season is not solely, or even prin- 
cipally responsible for this, the most impor- 


tant factor being . the improvement in the 
grade of, shee No one who has not had 
practical exper ence of the matter can appre- 
Clatefthe difficuities that the breeder who 
tried to grade up the stock used to have to 
encounter. Five years ago nearly all the 
sheep in the Territory were of the vari- 
ety known as Mexican, the animals 
being thin, tall on their legs, and very lightly 
fleeced. There was little or no tene ne, the 
sheep were allowed to range pretty — 4 as 
they pleased, and flocks were Gonemnatly Deo 
ing brought in contact with each other. 
Nearly every Mexican owned asmall Jock and 
very little care was taken of them. 

THE PEST OF THE SCAB. 

‘*The sheep were phenomenally hardy, but 
very subject to that terror of the wool grow- 
ers,thescab. The larger owners would do 
do everything to disinfect their flocks, 
but the smaller ones took no precautions, 
the shepherds would become a little careless, 
and allow an infected sheep to get intoa 
healthy buneh. In five minutes a dozen eer 
would be infected, and then all was up wit 
the flock for that year. The scab causes an 
intolerable itching, and an afflicted animal 
would rub against all of its companions within 
reach. Atouch was enough, and forty-eignt 
hours after one scabby animal got among the 
others an entire ock of 5,00 would 
have the disease. The only cure is to 
dip the animals intoastrong solution of to- 
bacco stems and repeat this operation untila 
cure is effected. The process is an expensive 
as well as a laborious one, and made a terribie 
bole in the profits. 

FIGHTING CATTLEMBED. 

Then came the trouble with the cattlemen. 
Cows cannot live on laud where sheep have 
been grazed, as the latter eat off the grass too 
close, and as sheep cannot go more than five 
miles from water ail the streams 
were occupied by wool-men. The cattle 
ranchers hated us, and would keep a large 
number of sheep-killing dogs, who went 
around with the cowboys, and would fall upon 
a flock of sheep wherever found, As the cow- 
boys generally went in pairs, the solitary 
2 herder, who was generally a Mexican, 

elpiess to prevent the devastation. We 
were troubled in this way for some time, 
and not a few lives were lost in the oollis- 
ons that resulted. It was not until we 
adopted retaliatory measures that we were 
let alone. A few of the herders took 
the warpath, and soon gave the cowboys to 
understand that cattle also were mortal, and 
thatthe loss of a cow was far more serious 
than that of a sheep. A still more effective 
means of retaliation was feeding loco weed 
to N horse herds. This weed is readily 
eaten * horses and is highly poisonous to 
them, although it does not seem to seriously 
affect sheep. We would dropa bale of hay 
mixed with loco near a horse herd, and within 
two weeks the cattiemen would be minus the 
services of a score of ponies. When the dat - 
tle kings saw how effectually we could retali- 
ate they let us alone and withdrew from our 
neighborhood. 

‘*Bince then it has been comparativiy 
smooth sailing. Nearly all the small berds 
have been bought up and a system of quaran- 
tine established. Mérinos have been intro- 
Guced and the sheep now show from five to 
eight pounds instead of less than two. Alto- 
gether the outlook is exceilent.’’
